SEASONAL HAMPTONS CAST MEMBERS MUST GO HOME 
With the conclusion of summer last weekend, 
the Hamptons Police Department went about 
their annual duty of notifying all rural actors that 
- their seasonal contracts have expired. All out- 
of-state thespians playing farmhands, produce 
vendors, salty sea captains, baymen and Montauk 
fishermen, among other roles, must leave the 
Hamptons and return to their hometowns until 
Memorial Day 2020. 

“Unfortunately, after the crowds leave, many of 
these actors want to remain in their roles through 
the fall, so we’ve found it much easier to have 
our officers deliver and enforce the bad news,” 


Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch said 
this week. “I get it, the Hamptons is absolutely 
beautiful in the fall, but the Municipal Board 
just can’t afford to pay them for another season, 
save for a handful of local hires still selling 
roasted corn and pick-your-own pumpkins at our 
roadside facilities,” he added, noting that this 
summer’s top three local “en plein air painters 
in straw hats” would also be allowed to work 
weekend days, for a reduced off-season rate, in 
the Wainscott and Sagaponack farm fields. 

“No one wants a difficult or jarring transition, 
especially since we still have visitors,” Hirsch said. 
“Believe me, if it were up to us, the Hamptons 
Municipal Board would keep the entire cast 
around through the holidays.” 

All actors who leave willingly before September 
15 will be given a voucher for free transportation 
back to wherever they’re from (within the 
contiguous United States). Anyone staying 
beyond September 30 will be arrested, charged 
and prosecuted to the full extent of the law 

Meanwhile, Hirsch said HPD Animal Control 
will begin rounding up wildlife and returning 
them to various assigned holding units, and 


beach teams will be dispatched to determine 
replenishment needs and potential improvements 
for next year. “The show's over, folks!” Hirsch 


concluded. “Let’s get some rest before we have to 


do it all again in eight months.” 


SURF LICENSES REVOKED 
Aged surfers around the Hamptons expressed 
dismay after learning they would have to 
surrender their surfing licenses to the Hamptons 
Police Department this week. Many of the graying 
shredders say they've held their licenses in good 
standing since 1974 when they were required to 
get them. “Now we find out we never needed them 
in the first place?”

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The Osprey Tower — 


People Think It Was Built for Morse Code Communications. They Be Wrong 


ee 


There are many of these smaller osprey towers, but we all know of the big steel one.

eople who come out to the Hamptons for 

the first time often ask about the 300-foot- 
tall steel tower that looms over the landscape in 
Napeague. It is, by far, the tallest structure in the 
Hamptons and can be seen for miles. 

Legend has it that this was a radio tower built 
just after World War I for contacting ships at 
sea. Communications in those early years was by 
Morse code, sent out by a key operator tapping 
out a series of dots and dashes. This is only legend, 
however. The true story is that this tower was built 
by Colonel Abraham Mackay Tower in 2011, just 
eight years ago, as a place where giant ospreys, 


the big birds of eastern Long Island, could build 
their nests and be safe from the hustle-bustle of 
busy traffic on the street below. 

In honor of the colonel, this massive steel tower 


was named for him and is known as the Mackay 


Tower to this day. 

Colonel Tower is in jail now. But the story of 
how he came to build this is a fascinating one. 
Mackay was a longtime officer in the Army Corps 
of Engineers, the military organization created 
a hundred years ago and charged with building 
bridges and roads during wartime for our troops. 
When no major war takes place—and there has 
not been one since Vietnam—the funding for 
this branch of the military is used to build things

such as dams and oceanfront breakwaters that 
help fend off flooding and other catastrophes 
resulting from rising waters in the civilian 
communities around the country. Colonel Tower 
held the purse strings for the northeast division 
of the Army Corps of Engineers. He’s the one 
who doled out the money to restore the 
Westhampton Dunes beach and the Montauk 
Oceanfront sandbag project. 

In his spare time, however, Colonel Tower was 
an amateur ornithologist with a particular interest 
in great soaring ospreys, whose wingspans 
sometimes exceeded five and a half feet. 

Over the years, many towns and villages have 
allowed their highway departments to build

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platforms atop roadside telephone poles in 
remote areas for osprey to find. The birds find 
these sturdy structures rising 20 feet on which 
osprey families—ospreys typically mate for life— 
could construct nests out of branches and twigs to 
raise their young. 

I am sure you have seen these platforms and 
nests in your travels out here. Nothing compares 
to watching a mama or papa osprey fly up to a 
platform with a wriggling fish in their claws to 
feed their young. 

Trouble was that most of these platforms, built 
during the Great Depression as WPA Projects, 
were a success early on but by the turn of the 21st 
century were becoming less and less attractive 
to the ospreys. The trouble was all the noisy 
comings and goings on the streets below. Osprey 
like peace and quiet. Only half the ag are 
now inhabited. 

It was in 2008 that Colonel Tower, from inside 
his military office at the Westhampton National 
Guard Airport, began to think of how he might 
help the ospreys fight descending down into the 
endangered species list. And so it was at that time 
that he drew up a plan to build a 300-foot-tall 
steel tower where the ospreys—and he expected 
hundreds of couples—would feel comfortable 
enough to relocate their nests. 

At this particular time, the Army Corps of 
Engineers was fully funded with $40 million to 
build a sandbag seawall and beach along the mile- 
long Montauk oceanfront where the townspeople 
made their downtown. The town, without the 
seawall, had narrowly avoided being flooded by 
the ocean during a huge storm in 2006.

The $40 million would be spent in two stages. 
The first stage, known as Phase One, would involve 
bulldozing out the existing low sand dunes and 
replacing those sand dunes with a 10-foot-high 
seawall of sandbags covered with a light dusting 
of sand. This project cost $8 million and by 
2015 was completed. Phase two would require 
$32 million and would result in the creation 
of a huge thousand-ton barrier of heavy 


sand to totally cover the 
sandbags, thus completing 6 
the job. 


In this interval between Phase 
One and Phase Two, Colonel 
Tower misappropriated the $32 
million in the Army Corps of 
Engineers account and caused 
it to be spent on building his 
300-foot-tall Mackay Tower into 
which he expected that dozens of 
ospreys would nest. Construction 
crews labored for six months to 
complete the job. The salaries for 
the workers building the lower 
portion were high, as expected. 
But for the upper reaches of 
the structure, pay had been 
negotiated at triple overtime. 

Nevertheless, Colonel Tower told his superiors 
that his maiden aunt had died and left him $32 
million, so he could build his osprey tower. But it 
was a lie. When investigators came to look at the 
books, they realized that the money used to build 
the tower came from the Army Corps. That is why 
Colonel Tower is in jail today.

As for finding the money to finish the Montauk 
beachfront project, the Republicans and 
Democrats in Congress have failed to provide it. 
There has been filibustering and squabbling and 
a few Congressmen got punched in the nose, but 
nothing further has been done. President Trump 
has not issued a special executive order, either. 
Thus, the Montauk beachfront project remains 
half done, actually less than a quarter done, and, 
as it has turned out, only 
a few ospreys have turned 
out to be brave enough to 
fly high enough to reach the 
first platform way up there 
where nests could be built. As 
a result, the tower has failed 
in its purpose and the Army 
Corps of Engineers has moved 
on to concentrate on other 
projects around the country. 
Fact is, nobody knows when 
the funding for Montauk will 
be replenished, if ever. 

At the present time, efforts 
in Montauk are underway 
to raise $10,000 in order 
to build a bronze historic 
marker in front of the tower 
applauding Tower for the work he did, misguided 
as it was.

We Used to be Able to See the Pastures and Oceans Forever

Ae judge issued a temporary 
estraining order two weeks ago 


after a clear cutting of what has been 
estimated to be between 75 and 100 
trees from the 5.9 acres owned by 341 
Town Lane LLC in Amagansett. 

The announcement came from the 
Peconic Land Trust, which oversees 
permanent easements voluntarily put 
on certain properties in our community. 
Property owners agree to them—this one 
promising to keep this property in an 
“open, undeveloped and scenic state”— 
sometimes in exchange for the granting 
of hoped-for decisions in other land 
management matters, and sometimes 
they agree to them simply because they 
are environmentally sensitive. After all, 
the birds and the bees have to live somewhere. 

This particular permanent easement was put 
on this property by its owners back in 1995. 
This LLC, of which billionaire Randy Lerner is 
principal, is the second new owner of the property 
since then. Easements and other encumbrances 
on properties are typically made known to buyers 
by the due diligence done in title searches. 

According to a Peconic Land Trust press 
release, they sent a cease and desist order to the 
new property owners. That release also calls the 
violation egregious and extreme. The owners 
have lawyers and they will explain the case for 
taking down all these trees, as this legal case 
moves through the courts. Among the mature 
trees removed, according to the Peconic Land 
Trust, were American Beech, Sassafras,. White 
Oak and American Holly. In the end, if found 
to be in violation, the owners will be required to 
restore the property to the way it was. 

These kinds of easements are not the only 
ways that our local governments and institutions 
protect our foliage and environment. There are 
laws that prevent the disturbing of wetlands, and 
there are other laws that require permits before 
the cutting down of trees. 

When my dad first brought his wife, me and my 
sister out to the East-End in-1955, there were vast 
areas of this community that were treeless. You 
could see the ocean in every direction. There were 
hills and dales. And the prevailing weather was 
windy, damp and salty. You knew you were on a 
peninsula sticking out into the ocean. 

Inthe lasthalf-century, things inthis regard have 


changed dramatically. We are now surrounded 


almost everywhere by beautiful greenery, flowers 
and trees. The prevailing weather now has a much 
more inland feel. And the temperature gap—the 
difference between the city temperature and the 
East End temperature—has narrowed. 

If no one told you so, you might not even think 
there was an ocean here. 

There isa photograph of me that showsall this. It 
was taken of me and my dog Pi on South Fairview 
Avenue in Montauk. I am a teenager standing 
on the shoulder of the road. The front lawn of our 
house is between me and the camera. The house 


across the street sits on lawn unencumbered by 
bushes or trees, the Montauk Downs Golf Course 
just beyond. Today, you couldn’t even take this 
picture. The front lawn of our old homestead is 
filled with flowers, trees, trellises and foliage. 
Across the street, the house there still stands, but 
it too is shrouded in foliage. And there is no sign 
of any golf course.

This year is the 50th anniversary of a major 
event in the Hamptons, when some New York 
hippies filled with hope took off from a huge open 
pasture in Springs in an inflatable balloon called 
The Free Life, attempting to cross the Atlantic 
to Europe. A crowd was there,-me among them. 
They flew low out over the pasture for almost a 
half a mile, past the only tree in this field, before 
they reached Gardiner’s Bay and Gardiner’s 
Island beyond, and out there they lifted off and 
sailed away—to never be heard from again. — 

Rescue efforts, conducted over the Atlantic 
Ocean during the rest of the week found no 
trace of the balloon. Sorrow and tears in this 
community followed. It was a sad time. 

Random House published my book Jn the 
Hamptons in 2009, and it had a chapter about 
The Free Life in it. I did a reading once for a 
small crowd, standing by the road adjacent to this 
pasture to share this sadness with new friends. 
But it was a pasture no more. I read about the 
scene. But now it was woods. You couldn’t see 
more than 50 feet. 

Anyone who has been here for the last half- 


century knows of this startling change in the 
landscape. About 10 years ago, the East Hampton 
Town Board, composed almost entirely of local 
people, decided to do something about it. Many 
roads end at the beach. It was proposed to clear 
the foliage away at these road ends, and at 
other places where views once were but are now 
blocked, so the population could once again enjoy 
what we once did. It was received enthusiastically 
when proposed, but the public was horrified 
and nearly unanimously against it—so the plan 
was dropped. one, 

What had caused this dramatic change? At first I 
thought it might have been the Hurricane of 1938. 
This was a disaster of catastrophic proportions 
for the Hamptons and perhaps all the old trees 
were simply swept away. That would explain 
what this place looked like when our family got 
here. It wasn’t that long after the hurricane. 

But now I think this dramatic change was 
caused by landscaping. During the last half- 
century, so many mansions in these parts have 
undergone dramatic landscaping projects. Trees 
from Japan have been brought in. There are 
flowers and bushes we had never seen before. 
For a while, bamboo was in fashion. To my 
knowledge, it never occurred to anyone that 
this delicious and fabulous landscaping meant 
a massive unleashing of pollen. A rich man 
makes his property look like an English garden. 
Suddenly exotic plants are growing in the 
neighbor’s yard. And then the yard next to that. 
Pretty soon it’s the Garden of Eden everywhere. 

This is not to say that this is not a good thing. 
I am not grousing about the good old days 


now gone that were better than now. It’s all 


just different. 

It’s also true that having massive amounts of 
foliage helps the global warming situation. Plants 
take in carbon dioxide and release oxygen. 

But I think if the owners of this Amagansett 
property were to look at old photographs of the 
5.9 acres, they might find that long ago there were 
no trees on it all. In fact, I bet that is very likely. 

- And if it is, could they make a case out of the fact 
that’s the way it was before the zoning, and so the 
treeless state could be grandfathered in? 
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Hamptons Sold? 


A Story of Greenland, Denmark, the Hamptons, the USA and France

an’s Papers exclusively learned late this 

morning that France has contacted the 
White House with a lucrative offer to buy the 
Hamptons. Our source is a staff member at the 
White House who wishes to remain anonymous. 
But we can tell you that this source is part of the 
President’s inner circle, so what he says is the 
truth. He also said the offer came unexpectedly 
and was a complete surprise. 

Trump’s initial reaction, expressed at his pre- 
lunch briefing with staff, was quick and to the 
point. “No part of the United States will ever be 
for sale,” he said. “We are buyers, like with the 
Greenland deal. We sell nothing.” 

Later in the morning, however, his position 
changed. At a late lunch meeting with his top staff 
only—our source was in attendance—he said, “If 
the price is right, why not? This could be a good 
deal for us.” 

Dan’s Papers reporters have followed up on 
this leak by contacting a high-up French official 
in Paris who told us the French feel that the 62 
East End wineries, in spite of all their awards, 
are underappreciated. France is also particularly 
interested in the Zagat four-star rated restaurants 
in our area that are a threat to the Michelin 
four-star rated restaurants in Paris and along 
the French Riviera, since some of the Hampton 
restaurants have risen to just below four stars 


on the Michelin scale. If the balance were to 


tip, the Hamptons would become the center of 
the gastronomic universe in the same way that, 
years ago, the center of the world’s abstract 
expressionist art movement shifted from Paris 
to East Hampton. “Can’t have that,” the official 
said. He noted that the offer was for $50 trillion. 


We also learned from this French official that 
the French offer included not only the purchase 
of the Hamptons but also the North Fork and had 
included that from the beginning, a fact that had 
gone unnoticed by the Trump administration. 

“How could they not know this?” the French 
official said. “Everyone knows nearly all the 
wineries are on the North Fork, which is a section 
of the Hamptons, no?” 

A third attraction to the ince was the bites 
numbers of billionaires, mostly Americans but 
also some Russian, Colombian and-Saudi, who 
now Officially live in the Hamptons and pay low 
taxes in America because of the new reduced 
Trump tax rules. They would now be dealing with 
the French, which, he said, charge much higher 
taxes for the rich. He used the words “canard 
de sitting” to explain the situation, which our 
translator said meant “sitting duck.” And these 
taxes would be paid in Francs, not Euros. The 
Hamptons would be Very French, an outpost of 
French culture. 

“Frankly,” he said, “we don’t want the EU, 
particularly the Germans or Belgians, to get their 
hands on the Hamptons.” 

There would, of course, also be a lowering of all 
American flags and a raising up of the Tricolor, 
which he said was much more chic than the 
“unfashionable stars and stripes, which seem 
to change over time with new states added all 
willy-nilly.” 

Our contact also said the French purchase of 
the Hamptons did not mean that people from the 
United States would not be welcome to come and 


visit. He declared that France would keep “open 
borders” for at least as long as the Americans 


behaved themselves properly. After that, he 


~ didn’t know what they would do. 


of course.” 


He also said France could charm ihe locals. 


French rules allow French citizens long 
vacations with pay and other social benefits that 
in America are slowly being done away with “as 
we speak.” 

Local reaction to the situation has been mixed. 
Hampton Mayor Frank Brody says he would 
welcome the French to the Hamptons. He pointed 
out their insistence on good manners, more cafés, 
high fashion, lots of public pissoirs and naps in the 
afternoon. Another perk was their unexplainable 
mastery of the romantic French language, which 
he said he was eager to be taught. 

North Fork Mayor Watchcase Malitoba aa, 
“I’m against this.” But he said that if the Dutch 
were interested, he might be more agreeable. 
“The Dutch were the first foreigners to settle Long 
Island,” he said. “And some of my best friends 
are Dutch.” 

The President is expected to speak on this 
subject in an interview on Fox tomorrow morning 
to clarify his views. 

As we go to press, we've now learned that 
French President Macron is cancelling his 
scheduled October visit to Mar-a-Lago. He says 
he will remain open to un-cancel if in the early 
negotiations he sees that a good outcome might 
be in sight. 

And if the deal looks like it is nearly done, 
as a surprise, he will throw in Lorient, their 
Atlantic Ocean port in Brittany, in addition to 
the cash. 

“Lorient will become a piece of the USA in 
Europe,” the French official we contacted said. 
“Sort of like the Monaco deal along our French 
Riviera, where a piece of France was given away 
a long time ago.

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Robert Giard: A Quiet, Powerful, Particular Voice

he Gay Rights Movement has been advanced 

bycountlessvoicesthroughthedecades—from 
Frank Kameny fighting against discrimination in 
the military in 1961 to Edie Windsor demanding 
same-sex marriage equality in 2013. Not every 
activist, of course, champions Pride marches 
and Supreme Court cases. “Picturing Activism,” 
an upcoming panel discussion at East Hampton 
Library, will examine the role of art as a form 
of activism, in honor of the library’s September 
exhibition featuring portraits of LGBT writers 
by the late East End photographer Robert Giard. 

“Picturing Activism” takes place on Sunday, 
September 8 at 5 p.m. and features photographer 
Lola Flash, documentarian Carlos Sandoval and 
photographer Kathryn Szoka. The discussion is 
moderated by Block/Kolker Center for Spiritual 
Arts-Director Jan Uhrbach. 

Born in Connecticut in 1939, Giard settled down 
in Amagansett with his life partner, Jonathan 
Silin, an early childhood educator, in 1974. A 
self-taught photographer and darkroom expert, 
Giard was enamored with Hamptons landscapes 
and the boarded-up mansions of the chilling off- 
season, photographing them in addition to his 
many portraits and nudes. 

Deeply affected by the 1985 Broadway 
production of the AIDS-centric The Normal 
Heart, Giard largely shifted his focus to a new 
project, dubbed Particular Voices, which aimed 
to capture the faces of gay, lesbian and bisexual 
writers before they were lost to history. “We 
‘were both quite overcome, sitting in a black box 
theater with the names of people who had died 
of AIDS up until that point inscribed around 
the walls of the theater—many of those names 
we recognized to be people we knew and loved,” 
Silin remembers. 

With Giard’s master’s degree in English 
literature and his love of reading, LGBT writers 
were a natural choice for Particular Voices. He 
started his quest on the East End, taking photos 
of local writers such as George Stambolian, 
Edward Albee, Lanford Wilson and Dolores 
Klaich. Ever-inclusive, he took hundreds of 
photos of all kinds of writers, well-known and 
then-unknown—novelists, memoirists, poets, 
historians, playwrights, journalists—as well 
as the occasional performer. “I don’t think he 
turned anyone down,” Silin says. “In Amagansett, 
our bedside table was piled high with published 
books and unpublished manuscripts, because 
he read something, if not all the work, of each 
person he photographed. Before he went out 
and photographed them, he read their work, 
and I think that was critical to the way that he 
formed relationships with each of the subjects i in 
his photographs.” 

Despite a lack of outside funding, Giard 
expanded Particular Voices to include writers 
from across the country, traveling via public 
transportation on his breaks from teaching at 
Southampton College. “Bob had an iron will. He 
was fiercely determined against all odds,” Silin 
says. In 2002, Giard passed away of natural 
causes on one such excursion, just shy of his 
63rd birthday. 

When speaking of Giard’s legacy, Sandoval, 
a close friend of Silin and Giard, says, “Bob did 
a lot of marching and the like, but he had a 
quieter voice in terms of documenting—going in 


and taking these er ee he was 
afraid that it was a vanishing group of people, a 
generation, and for many, it was. He took what 
action he could to fight against that erasure.” 

“T think the role of Particular Voices has 
changed over time,” Silin adds. “I think there 
was a way in which his project helped legitimate 
people and legitimate what had been a huge 
flowering of gay literature in the 1970s and ’80s. 
Looking back now all these years later, it has 


-become very much a way that people understand 


and view | a generation, many of who are 
long gone.” 

Perhaps the impact of Giard’s work can be best 
summed up by the photographer himself, in an 
excerpt from his 1997 book Particular Voices:

Walk with a Doc Joins Patients and Doctors in Southampton 


G etting the chance to chat with a doctor is 
f rare, especially when we're not sitting on a 
table wearing nothing but a flimsy gown, but a 
new initiative spearheaded by the Stony Brook 
Southampton Residency program aims to change 
all that. This Saturday, September 7 from 9-10 
a.m., the inaugural Walk with a Doc event invites 
the community to join local doctors on a get-to- 


know-you stroll along some of the most beautiful © 


streets in Southampton Village. 

Part of the Walk with a Doc nonprofit’s 
international effort to put doctors and their 
communities together, the free walks encourage 
healthcare providers to practice what they preach 
while imparting valuable knowledge and making 
new friends. “We just want the community 
to come out—patients, physicians, anyone’s 
invited—and we'll have a little talk about a topic, 
and then we'll walk down to the beach and back,” 
third-year Stony Brook Southampton Hospital 
resident Maurene Hart says of the monthly event 
she and family physician Dr. Sabrina Trammel 
will launch on Saturday, thanks in large part to 
‘funding and support from the hospital’s Chief 
Academic Officer Dr. Shawn Cannon. 

The two-mile walks will commence on the first 
Saturday of every month through August 2020. 
All will follow the same route: Starting at Stony 
Brook Southampton Hospital at 330 Meeting 
House Lane, walkers will go south on Old Town 
Road to Wyandanch Road and then cut back

onto Old Town along the 
beach before returning 
by way of Little Plains 
Road and _ Toylsome. 


easy pace, but a shorter, 
one-mile route will also 
be available. 

“The idea is to walk the 
talk—that’s our motto— 
and to have physicians 
and patients get together 
and build community, 
and not only talk about 
being healthy,” Trammel 
says. “A lot of times 
doctors make all these 
recommendations we don’t 
necessarily follow,” she admits. “This is kind of a 
way to be transparent and make a commitment 
and promise, not only to ourselves but our 
patients, to actually follow through on the things 
that we’re doing.” 

Harts adds, “We're just like everybody else with 
the same struggles and the same temptations.” 

Each month will focus on a different theme, 
starting with “Healthy Aging” on Saturday. “We'll 
be covering, specifically, healthy lifestyle as well 
as the benefits of physical activity for arthritis,” 
Trammel says, though both she and Hart point 
out that doctors will not offer patient diagnoses or

individual medical advice 
during the walks. “We'll 
be glad to answer any 
general health questions, 
but as far as personalized 
questions, we will have 
to advise people to go to 
their own doctor,” Hart 
says. “We're not allowed 
to talk about it in public 
because of HIPAA [Health 
Insurance Portability and 
Accountability Act, which 
precludes doctors from 
discussing patient health 
in public], so it wouldn't 
be appropriate.” 

Anyone who is able to 
follow the route can walk on Saturday, rain 
or shine, and dogs are welcome. The first 10 
people will receive T-shirts and pedometers, and 
donated items will be raffled, including two pairs 
of sunglasses from the Tenet in Southampton. 
“We spoke to [Southampton Village Mayor] Jesse 
Warren about our initiative and he’s supported 
us, and he’s going to come walk with us,” 
Trammel says.

The Histor of East Hamptons Huntting Inn 


he Huntting Inn is one of the oldest 

buildings in East Hampton. It was 
originally built in 1699 as a family home 
for the second Presbyterian. minister of 
East Hampton, the Reverend Nathaniel 
Huntting, “for him and his heirs forever.” 
The Hunttings no longer own the place, 
but they did live there for nine generations. 

Single houses generally fronted the south, 
two stories high on that side and running 
down to one story in the rear, framed of 
massive timber, shingled on uprights and 
roofs, constructed of enduring materials, 
wrought with honest care and for future 
ages. The long low roof, the leaden window 
sash, the miniature diamond-shaped glass, 
the red cedar window frames, the projecting 
posts, the big beams overhead in the rooms, 
the queer blue painted wainscoting, the 
hard-shell lime walls, the huge fireplaces, 
the spacious oven, the vast chimney are relics 
almost unknown. The eel spear and clam rake that hung 
at the end of the house was often used to procure food 
from the waters. The old “King’s Arm” over the fireplace 
failed not to bring down ducks and geese and brant that 
flew in abundance. 

Rey. Nathaniel brought his bride Mary Green to the 
house in 1701. Mary raised 10 children there and also 
kept a shop to supplement her husband’s salary. In 
1751, Mary, probably short of money, opened it as a 
public house. During the Revolutionary War, the inn was 
known as neutral territory between the Americans and 
the British—the only neutral territory on the South Fork. 
David Gardiner wrote of those days in his Chronicles of

the Town of Easthampton. 

Many were the merry meetings which were held by 
them and the roisterers of the town, who frequented the 
public house then kept by Nathaniel Huntting. If the 
old wainscoting of that ancient building could speak, of 
what high merriment and frolicking, of what oceans of 
flip, foaming under the application of the heated poker; 
of what cans of well-tempered punch and gin toddy, 
would it not relate! [Flip was a mixture of ale with sugar, 
eggs, a spice such as nutmeg or cinnamon, and a liberal 
portion of rum or whiskey, heated with a red-hot poker 
or loggerhead. The iron caused the drink to froth, and the 


frothing (or “flipping”) is where the name comes from.] _ 


What jests, and songs, and stories that raised 
peals of roaring laughter, and what friendly 
greetings and amalgamation of joyous 
hearts, when Lord Percy, Lord Cathcart, 
the unfortunate Andre, and other young 
men of equal standing who constituted the 
families of Tryon and Erskine, met to disport 
themselves, could it not disclose! No political 
questions disturbed the company, and no air 
. of superiority over the wits of the village iis 
them aloof. 

In 1839 the owner of the inn, Nathaniel 
Huntting (great-great grandson of the first), 
was sued by the Gardiners across Main 
Street. The case dragged on 24 years! Town 
officials wanted to make Main Street an even 
width. Most residents at that time kept their 
woodpiles out in the front of their property, 
as part of the fence, because it was easier 
to dump the wood there. When requested, 
the residents all moved their woodpiles to 
the back of their houses. Not Nathaniel. He refused. He 
eventually lost and now Main Street is an even width. 

In 1870, the Long Island Rail Road was extended as 
far as Bridgehampton. After this, East Hampton became 
a popular spot for city visitors, and summer boarding 
houses were built to accommodate them. The Huntting 


_Inn became a boarding house in 1875. 


Yet more wings were added in 1912. In 1939, the 
last Huntting descendant sold the Inn to Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Frood. The Palm Restaurant group took over the 
management of the hotel in 1980 and still run it today. ga
